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Summary 

Cut-leaved evening primrose, Oenothera laciniata Hill, native of south¬ 
eastern United States, is now widely naturalized in Europe, and is also^ 
well established in Japan. The plant was probably introduced to Japan 
approximately sixty years ago or perhaps more. Recently, the author 
found that the species in Japan can be divided into two different races ia 
dimension of floral parts, and the races were distributed in sunny sandy 
beaches of Kanto district, i.e. the Miura and Boso Peninsula, along the 
Pacific coast of central Honshu, near Tokyo. They were recognized as a. 
small flowered race (var. laciniata ) and a large flowered race (var. grandi- 
flora (S. Wats.) Robinson). 
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
